J. R . Bald win, state d ep u ty beer 
insp ecto r, a fo rmer resid ent o f Se­ 
d alia, arriv ed in the city last night, 
his missio n being to insp ect the 
o u tp u t o f the Sed alia Brewing Co . 
In St. Lo u is and Kansas City the 
o wners o f the larger breweries 
hav e no t y et co mp lied w ith the 
law, w hich req u ires the p lacing o f 
a 4 0-cent stamp o n ev ery barrel o f 
beer manu factu red , they p referring 
to await the d ecisio n o f the su ­ 
p reme co u rt, abo u t No v ember 15 , 
as to the co nstitu tio nality o f the 
beer insp ectio n law. 
The Sed alia Brewd ng Co . will 
V 
co mp ly with the p ro v isio ns o f the 
law, ho wev er, p end ing the su p reme 
co u rt’s d ecisio n, and Mr. Bald win 
say s many o f the smaller breweries 
in his d istrict are d o ing likewise. 
The o u tp u t o f the S-d alia co m­ 
p any is abo u t fo rty barrels o f beer 
each d ay , which at 4 0 cents a bar­ 
rel y ield s the state a d aily rev enu e 
o f $16 . 
Mr. Bald win to d ay no tified E. 
G. Cassid y , agent fo r the W . J. 
Lem p Brewing Co ., 
and Peter 
Pehl, 
agent fo r 
the Anheu ser- 
Bu sch Co ., bo th o f St. Lo u is, that 
all beer so ld by them here wo u ld 
hav e to be stamp ed , o r o therwise 
they wo u ld lay themselv es liable to 
^p ro se c u tio n, the p enalty being a 
fo rfeitu re o f license fo r a p erio d o f 
two ,y ears iind a fine o f $5 ^» o r six 
m o nths’ imp riso nment in jail, at 
the o p tio n o f the co u rt. 
N o t o nly is the manu factu rer lia­ 
ble, M r. Bald win say s, bu t also the 
salo o n keep er who sells beer fro m 
a keg o r barrel that is no t p ro p erly 
stamp ed .

M r. Bald win makes his head ­ 
q u arters at Jefferso n City , bu t his 
d u ties will call him to Sed alia 
q u ite freq u ently . 
Of co arse he 
will no t insp ect ev ery barrel o f 
beer manu factu red in his d istrict, 
bu t he will d ro p in u nex p ected ly 
u p o n the brewers and o btain sam­ 
p les o f their o u tp u t, which will be 
^ 
fo rward ed to a co mp etent chemist

fo r analy sis. 
These samp les may be o btained 
wherev er the 
insp ecto r d esires. 
Fo r instance, if Mr. Bald win is at 
Clinto n and he find s Sed alia beer 
o n sale, he can secu re so mu ch o f 
it as he d esires and send it to a 
chemist fo r analy sis. 
In the ev ent the beer is no t u p 
to the stand ard req u ired by the 
state law, Mr. Bald win will make 
rep o rt to the chief insp ecto r, who

Lo u is, and .p ro secu tio n will fo l­ 
lo w, in the 
ev ent 
the su p reme

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RAILROAD RUMBLE 


Will Be No Strike on 
Great 
Northern Road. 


LARGE OUTPUT OF COAL. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat” Readers. 


J. M . Hill, vice president of the 
Great Northern railway, says there 
is absolutely no foundation for the 
rumor that a strike is 
imminent 
among the employes of the Great 
Northern railway in any of its de­ 
partments.

The Kansas City and El Dorado 
railroad was sold yesterday to the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas R ail­ 
road company for the amount of 
its bonded indebtedness, $225 o(X), 
plus a profit, says today’s St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
The 
deal 
has 
been under w ay for 
some 
time. 
President Rouse, of the M . , K . Sc 
T . , 
conducting 
the negotiations 
with John E. Henderson, president 
of the Kansas C ity and El Dorado. 
The latter road has been in op­ 
eration a little over a year, under a 
traffic arrangement with the M. , 
K . & T . , and is said to have proved 
such a good feeder for that road, 
not to mention its promise of great­ 
er development and 
chances for 
profitable extension, tliat the larger 
corporation was anxious to take it 
in. 
B y so doing they not only ac­ 
quired a 
property 
which brings 
hem valuable business, but closed 
the 
field 
for competition. 
The 
sale was for cash. 
The original projector of the en­ 
terprise failed to carry it through, 
and Mr. 
Henderson, 
of 
Dallas, 
Texas, took the scheme up where 
the originator dropped it, and car­ 
ried it to a successful culmination. 
Ylr. Henderson lacked the funds to 
construct the road, and they were 
advanced by 
the 
Lincoln 
Trust 
company, who took an option on 
the bonds, with the privilege of 
Duying them at the expiration of a 
certain period. 
The first issue was $200, 000 5 
per cent thirty-year bonds, and an 
additional $25, 000 was necessary 
to complete the road. The Lincoln 
Trust company simply 
held 
the 
bonds as collateral, but exercised 
their option when the transfer was 
agreed upon, and 
in 
turn 
trans­ 
ferred the securities to the Missou­ 
ri, Kansas 
and Texas company, 
which is now in full possession. 
The deal was closed by James Hag- 
erman, 
general 
solicitor 
of 
the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and 
President Henderson, of the Kan- 
C ity and El Dorado. 
The road is about fifteen miles 
long, 
connecting two 
towns 
in 
Western Missouri, W alker and El 
Dorado Springs, the latter being 
the eastern terminus. 
A t Walker 
it connects with the main line of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas. 
El Dorado Springs had no railroad 
previous to this one. 
It is a live town of about 
inhabitants, and has developed into 
something of a resort on account 
of the numerous mineral springs 
there, the largest spring being in 
the center of the town. 
It is sur­ 
rounded 
by 
a 
rich 
agricultural 
country, and it is possible that the 
line may now be extended south to 
Stockton, now 
without 
railroad 
connection with the outside world. 
A 
rumor 
was 
started 
among 
brokers about the time the deal was 
closed that the Lincoln Trust com- 
oany had increased its surplus b} a 
considerable amount in the trans­ 
action— to such an extent, in fact, 
that the market value of its bonds 
would 
be 
very 
appreciably 
ad­ 
vanced. 
W^hen asked as to 
this 
phase of the transaction, however, 
Mr. Arthur A . B. Woerheide, sec­ 
retary of the company, declined to 
reveal their profits in 
the 
deal, 
though he admitted that they had 
profited by availing themselves of 
their option on the bonds, as any 
corporation or 
individual 
would 
have done under like circumstances.
